THERE IS great controversy in the 
country over the strengths and 
weaknesses of Jerusalem's industry, 
but there are probably few who cun 
speak about them with as much ex- 
perience us Dr. Alexander Ralacli, 
one of the very first industrialists to 
establish a factory here after 
Independence. 

Although he has retired from ac- 
tive management of Jerusulem Pen- 
cils, which he founded, Rufaeli still 
plays αι major role in Isrueli industry 
— as chairman of the board of Bet 
Shemesh Engines and director of 
Zim shipping. He is former 
chairman of the Jerusalem branch 
of the Manufacturers’ Association. 

Rafueli shares the general belicf 
that Jerusalem's image is one is one 
of a city of government, higher 
education, religion and tourism. : 

“Jerusalem is not, and should not 
become, an industrial city," he 
declares. Nevertheless, there is a 
genuine need for industrial develop- 
ment in the city: While 25 lo 27 fer 
cent of persons employed in Israel 
work in industry, only 1! to 11.5 per 
ecm of Jerusatemites work in that 
sector. This percentage, says 
Rafaeli, must be drastically in- 
creased. 

“Our experience of the last-30 
years of more shows that there are 
political upheavals which affect 
tourism and other fields, causing 
unemployment, while Industry is. a 
Steadier source of employment and 
economic production. While it can-

“This would take the form of 
Jerusalem being made a Develop- 
ment Zone A instead of B (giving 
much greater incentives to in- 
vestors) for a much wider range of 
industries than the science-based 
ones which currently reccive Zone 
A treatment. More space should 
also be allocated for industriat 
parks,” Rafaeli suggests. 

There are, he stresses, good

This translates into long-term low 
interest loans, vocational training 
stipends, research und development 
grants, a variety of tax concessions 
and expart encouragement 
measures. 

Finally, there are the services of- 
fered by the Jerusalem Economic 
Corporation, which was founded in 
(948 in order to further economic 


᾿ develop ment in the city. It has built 


up and developed all the industrial 
parks in the vapilal and its sur- 
roundings — in Talpiot, Givat 
Shaul, Atarot, Romema, Mishor 
Edumim and the Science-based In- 
dustries Campus at Har Hotevim 
near Ramot. 

The latter is owned jointly by the 
Jerusalem Economic Corporation 
and Hebrew Universily. The effects 
and benefits of industry-university 
co-operation have thus far proved a 
success to both parties. 


NATURALLY, the fact that Jerusalem 
is the nation's capital is itself an at- 
traction for foreign investors, 
Government offices are here, 
financing and banking facilities are 
available, as are excellent hotel ser- 
vices; Lod airport is only 40 minutes 
away, and Ashdod port is an hour's 
drive, And the climate is temperate. 

Small wonder, then, that 
Jerusalem's sophisticated industry is 
growing steadily. With the 
Jerusalem Investment Bureau's ser- 
vices — “'to assist and simplify,” in 
Birger's words — it should really 
take off in a big way,

MUCH OF the industry in 
Jerusalem is characterised by fumily 
ownership or management. Most 
enterprises are small in origin but 
there ure a few, established as 
deliberate investments by large in- 
vestors or industrial groups, with 
the initial intention of starting big 
and with professional managers 
responsible to their shareholders, 
Of these, one is Okianos (or Ocean, 
as it is also known), one of the major 
textile companies in the city. 
Okianos was founded in 1969 bya 
German firm, Mowe, a leading 
European company specialising in 
lowelling textiles. The new Israeli 
company was in line with the then 
policy of the German Bank for tn- 
dustrial Development which en- 
couraged investment in developing 
Countries, Mowe held 50 per cent of 
the shares and 50 per cent were held 
by Clal Industries, Israel's largest 
private investment group. Initial in- 
vestment was DMS.5 million. There 
have since been changes in 
ownership: Clal’s share increased to 
70 per cent and Méwe sold out to 
another German investor, Deutsche 
Allgemeine Gesellschaft. In April of

Relations between Jews and Arabs of East

this year, Clal became the sole 
shareholder. 

Israel's experience in large scale 
manufacture of towels was limited, 
so the German investment was not 
only in cash but also in know-how. 
Until 1976, Okianos was also helped 
by the German investors in 
marketing its products in Europe. 
Okianos then started marketing 
itself through an agent in Germany. 

Although the company is by no 
Means a world giant, both the 
German and Israeli investments 
have paid off fairly handsomely. 
With an annual production rate of 1 
to 1.2 million towels and 80,000 
bathrobes Okianos is the un- 
disputed leader in the Israeli 
market. (The 1982 ‘Yediot 
Aharonot’ poll for ‘preferred 


Products’ suggested — on the basis 
of public awareness, not sales 
figures — that Okianos and as- 
sociated company Rosen Towels 
had 92 per cent of the market.) 

A large part of production goes to 
export, with an estimate for 1982 of 
$1.5 million. Of this 85 per cent goes 
to Germany. The remainder in 
roughly equal proportions goes to 
Holland, Britain and Switzerland, 
Exports have been somewhat shaky 
recently; falling by nearty half in 
1981 from a 1980 figure of over a 
million dollars. Managing director 
Aharon Limor explains that the 
company was — and continues to 
be — adversely affected by the 
recession in Europe. Competing 
companies, he says, have been 
overproducing, and dumping their 
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e market well below cost | 
μαῖα κι designed tu ‘wipe 
aut’ competitors without large 
reserves. Oklanos is remaining in 
the European market on ἃ non- 
it basis maintaining trade with 
furopean clients whose business 
vould be difficult to recapture if it 
vere allowed to lapse. Okianos also 
gives to keep up the production 
siandards for the local market. 

Limor stresses that it is important 
io keep up export sales, even at a 
slight loss, for “Zionist and national 
inerests in maintaining production 
and not laying off workers," 
something which the Clal group is 
fortunately in a better position to do 
than many other investors. 

Those who know William Blake's 
poom “Jerusalem” will probably 
worder in what ‘dark satanic mills 
(owels are produced. In the real 
Jerusalem, at least, a large invest- 
ment In modern automated equip- 
ment has also been good for the 
workers manning them. Towelling 
material 8 woven In large rolls on 
several banks of machines, all 
producing tremendous noise; but all 
the operations, including the cor- 
tel weaving of the patterned 
towels, are controlled nutomatical- 
ly. That is nol to say that there is no 
tuman skill involved. In order to 
wake the towels come oul currect- 
ly, thousands of spools of thrend 
have lo be placed and threaded cor- 
πεῖν, and quality control of the 
levelling coming off the looms hus 
lobe carried out by hand. The more 
demanding physical work, in fuct, is 
inthe finishing and packing de purt- 
ments, 

It may be a cliché that industrial 
relations, including inter- 
community relations, are unusually 
geod in Jerusalem. Okianos’ ex- 
Bilence reinforces thut cliché, 
There are 150 workers in the fuc- 
tory, with roughly equal numbers of 

East Jerusalem Arabs, und 
Weel Bank Arabs. Wages und con- 
ions are Identical for the three 
soups, with excellent internal relit- 
ons and neither social strife nor 
political problems, As in other 
Jerusalom factories, the equality in 

dour telations is also shown by the 
frit representation of all three 
Houps on the workers’ conimittee. 
limor does admit that Arab 
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workers from Judea and Samaria 
sulfer from occasional problems in 
getting Lo work because of curfews 
impused by the administration, but 
he says that many of the Arab 
workers have been with the com- 
puny for a long time, and the con- 
pany is willing to vouch for them, so 
that they cnn receive Permits to 
move with complete freedom, © 

Labour-muanagement relations 
are also very open, and apart from 
normal financial benefits, which are 
about average for the textile 
branch, workers also benefit from a 
wide range of other incentives and 
concessions provided by the parent 
Clal group, such us discounts on 
other Cial products. (Limor admits, 
however, that some of these 
benefits, like o group dental clinic, 
are in Tel Aviv, and that it is 
therefore not so easy to take advan- 
tage of them.) 

Okianos’ location in Jerusalem is 
the source of both satisfaction and 
frustration, according to Limor. 
“There is no real reason for a large 
company to have a factory in 
Jerusalem," he maintains, The dis- 
tance from the centre of the 
country, adding to the problems of 
(ransportation of raw materials, and 
the difficulty in finding 
professionally-qualified workers, 
are two reasons, Another is the 
weather. Jerusalem's snow and 
floods ure responsible for un ap- 
preciuble loss of working days. 
Nevertheless, Clal wants to keep the 
factory in Jerusalem. 

Limor believes that there are 
three ways in which Jerusalem in- 
dustry can be encouraged. First, 
services, such as spure parts for 
machinery, and technicians, must be 
available as readily as in the centre 
of the country, instead of being ‘im- 
ported’ according to need, at extra 
expense in time and money, Se- 
cond, public transport to the in- 


dustrial areus must be improved. — 


And third, all typos of industry - 
und not only ‘high-technology’ — 
must be given the more meaningful 
Investment benefits of ‘Develop- 
ment Zone A,’ something which 
most other Jerusalem managers and 
investors strongly agree with, 
although Industry and Trade 
Minister Gideon Patt refuses to ac- 
cept their arguments. 
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WHAT DO biscuits, shoes, mines, 
metal shutters and glass have in 
comnion? . 

They were the main industries of 
Jerusalem before World War Il, ac- 
cording to Mordecai Ish-Shalom, 
mayor of Jerusalem from 1959 to 
1965, and resident of the capital for 
the last six decades, 

Ish-Shalom, who al age 80 still 


works every day as chairman of the’ - 


board of the Bank of Jerusalem, 
recalls the time when every new fac- 
tory — no matter how polluting or 
noisy — was welcomed, as long as it 
brought jobs to Jerusalem, 

“There was really no awareness 
about environment then,” recalls 
Ish-Shalom. “Only later did we try 
lo separate industrial zones from 
residential neighbourhoods. The 
people of Givat Shaul — which had 
several factories — suffered terribly 
from industry, Including chemical 
factorics,, but they didn't com- 
plain.” ᾿ 

As a young man, Ish-Shalom 
“joined” Industry when he moved to 
the capital from Kibbutz ‘Tel Yosef 
in the Jezreel Valley at the requcst 
of Gdud Ha'avoda, He wns a 
stonecutter, having learned his 
profession from an old Arab- 
foreman named fbrahim, 

He worked at the Givat Ram 

quarry, with primitive tools in- 
cluding a 13-kilo hammer, produc- 
ing finished stones that were used to 
build Jerusatem landmarks like the 
Jewish Agency building, the Central 
Post Office, the Rehavia Secondary 
School and the original Mt. Scopus 
campus of Hebrew University, 
- In those days, Jews who worked 
with their hands in hard labour were 
considered “elite.” Says Iah- 
Shalom, “It was shameful to be a 
bureaucratic clerk.” - 

In 1935, ‘he was co-opted by the 
Histadrut's administration to be 
head of the Stone Workers’ Union. 
Ish-Shalom later helped establish a 
Histadrut quarrying company —- 
eventually absorbed by Solel Boneh 
— that put an ‘end to Jewish 
dependence on Arab-quarried 
stone, ᾿ : 

His activity in the Jerusalem 
Labour’ Council led to his involve- 
ment in city hall, starting in 1950, 


when he became a member of the , 


first clected city council, 

. The Froumine biscuit company in 
Givat Shaul was one of the cily’s 
first. factories, according to Jsh- 
Shalom.

Expanding to a total of 13 shops 
all over Israck Scandia achieved the 
“best buy” award for do-it-yourself 
furnit ure for five conseculive yeurs, 
with its ringe of easy-to-assemble 
kits. 

In June of this year, the con- 
pany's manufacturing and sates 
operations — which had, in facl, 
always -been sepurale companies 
with cross-shareholding — split 
Shimoni was left with Scando, the 
furnilure factory. 

Scando, however, remains the 
largest manufacturer for Scandia,

the capital, but what did the govern- 
ment do to pack it up, what does 
Jerusulem have to offer, and what 
have been the results se far? 

Recent governments hive, on the 
whole, made efforis to transform 
policy into reality, Through the 
Jerusalem Economie Corpontion 
(JEC), 90° per cent government 
owned industrial estates have been 
built in several parts of the capitul, 
with buildings available to industry 
(nol only science-based ones) at af 
fordable rents. 

The Law for the Encouragement 
of Cupitul Investments created a 
package of loans and grants to in- 
vestors who want lo establish new 
enterprises. More recently, the 
Chief Scientist's Office of the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade has 
undertuken lo participate in 
research and development costs, 
recognizing that R&D plays a much 
more important part in SBis than in 
other industries. 

Jerusalem's attractions to in- 
dustry are many. It is the largest city 
in Israel in both area and population 
(the Tel Aviv conurbation is larger 
but includes other cities), with a 
large labour force and considerable 
room for industrial growth, 

It is the only city in [srae! with the 
slutus of a Development Zone “B,” 


offering a grant of 20 per cent and ὦ, 


subsidized loan of 40 per cent for in- 
vestment in fixed capital. SBIs in 
Jerusalem are considered Zone “A™ 
and are eligible to receive a 35 per 
cent grant and 40 per cent loan. The 
loans und grants are given only to 
upproved enterprises with ap- 


preciable exports or import sub- © 


stitution. 

Jerusulem's education network 
provides many incentives for in- 
vestors. Not only the Hebrew 
University, but also the Jerusalem 
College of Technology and other 
voulional and professional schools 
provide skilled graduates and 
trainees al all levels. 

The Hebrew University provides 
many other services to industry, in- 
cluding supplying “know-how,” 
taking part in joint ventures 
(through its subsidiary, Yissum 


Book compiling machinery at Keter. 


Ltd.), offering lab facilities plus 
professional seminars and courses 
in its Institute for Applied Science 


and in the newly established . 


Graduate School of Applied 
Science and Technology. * ἢ 

A good example of success in 
university-industry co-operation has 
been Ames-Yissum {now Biodex), 
which was founded as a joint ven- 
lure between Miles Laboratories in 
the U,S., and Yissum to develop and 
manufacture diagnostic test equip- 
ment, 


JERUSALEM offers a wide range 
of industrial buildings through the 
JEC; SBls are offered particularly 
good facilities in (he Har Hotzvim 
industrial park. The JEC and 
various other bodies also offer in- 
valuable help in solving problems of 
bureaucracy and planning. 

Shlomo Belkind, director-general 
of the JEC, also suggests a number 
of Jerusalem's less obvious altrac- 
lions. The climate, he says, is more 
suitable for industry than in other 
parts of the country. Jerusalem is 
close to Ben-Gurion Airport and 
has its own airport at Atarol; public 
transport is relatively good, and 


(Nordell} 


there is road access to all parts of — 
and all ports in — the country. 


Although officially there are no 
economic relations between Isracl 
and Jordan, Jerusalem's position on 
the edge of the West Bank gives its 
industry access lo markets in the 
West Bank, which often deal with 
the rest of the Arab world, As the 
seat of government, too, Jerusalem 
offers inveslors and managers easicr 
access to the officials on whom they 
must depend. 


Belkind admits that Jerusalem 
also suffers certain disadvantages 
compared with Tel Aviv. Trading 
and marketing activities are 
stronger in Tel Aviv, and Jerusalem 
is inconvenient for the transporta- 
tion of mw materials, Nevertheless, 
he says, the city's advantages far 
outweigh its disadvantages. 


Financing conditions are excel- 
lent in Jerusalem. With the leverage 
of up to 75 per cent on risk capital, 
possible participation of 50 per cent 
in R&D expenditure, export financ- 
ing, and subsidized rent, a company 
with genuine market potential - is 
given a tremendous boost in 115 first 
slages.

By contrast, Rafi Benvenisti, 
director of the Finance Ministry's 
Investment Authority, which is 
responsible for promoting industrinl 
investment, discounts these claims. 
He believes (hut so long as industry 
offers good salaries and conditions, 
it will succeed in attracting more 
than enough good candidates. 
“Prestige” competition belween in- 
dustry and academia affects only a 
few high-level posts, he adds, 

According to Benvenisli, even if 
such problems do exist, experience 
shows they are readily overcome by 
determined investors, He cites the 
example of Intel, the giant U.S. 
“micro-chip" manufacturer, After 
examining the possibility of 
establishing a factory in Ircland, 
{ntel concluded that the availability 
of skilled workers at all levels was 
far better in Jerusalem, provided 
thal it offered good enough condi- 
lions. 

Inte! is now building its factory on 
Har Hatzvim, and expects lo start 
production in i984.

“INFORMATION industry” is a 
modern-sounding term for a myriad 
of processes, including printing and 
publishing which have actually been 
eslublished industries since the time 
of Gutenberg and Chaucer. 

__In Jerusalem, one of the leaders 
in this industry is Keter Books, 
which publishes and prints 
hundreds of titles annually, 

__ The seeds of Keter were planted 
in 1959 when Teddy Kollek, then 
director-general of the Prime 
Minister's office, established a small 
scientific translation service called 
Israel Programme for Scientific 
Translations (IPST). 

Five yeurs later, 1PST's manage- 
ment founded the Israel Univer- 
sities Press (TUP), whose major 
function was publishing Original 
work by Israeli scholars. Eventually 
these two companies, together with 
Jerusalem's Wiener Bindery, 
became Keter, Inc; the Clal Com- 
pany has owned Keter since 1968. 

Since 1971, Keter’s premises have 
been located in Givat Shaul. Also 
that year, Keter put the finishing 
touches on its most prestigious 
publishing project: Encyclopedia 
Judaica, 

Its publication required a team of 
hundreds of writers, editors and 
production staff. The project 
marked the first time a major en- 
cyclopedia was published using a 
computer to collate, edit, and 
typeset all material. 

The encyclopedia's publication 
led to an excess of workers at Keter, 
hundreds of whom were eventually 
laid off during a reorganization ef- 
fort. As a result, Keter now has only 
about 200 employees; the bulk of 
the work in its publishing division is 
done by free-lance designers, 
writers and editors. Current 
reprinting of Encyclopedia Judaica 
has become a relatively normal part 
of the company’s printing opera- 
tions, 

‘The reorganization also led to a 
functional split between the 
publishing, printing and marketing 
divisions of the company. Ac- 
cording to Keter’s managing direc- 
tor, Eliay Cohen, each is δ Beparate

Like other printers in Western 
countries, Keter is facing the crisis 
of what Tompkins calls a “crippled 
industry”: printers in Eastern 
Europe and the Far East have, with 
huge investments in new equip 
ment, been taking over an increas 
ing part of the international market, 
and have recently started “price- 
dumping,” forcing many Western 
printers to close down.

The JEC is one of Israel's 
major building developers, having 
constructed some 380,000 sq.m. of 
factory space up lo now, with a 
Further 53,000 sq.m. under. con- 
struction, The JEC only functions as 
plunner and developer; the building 
work is done by contractors dler ten- 
ders are published. Although some 
companies immediately cee 
their premises, most of the buildings 
are erected for rental — some as 
multi-purpose shells for future 
leasing to companies, others, like 
the Teva building on Har Hotzvim, 
specifically built for the future oc- 
eupier. There is also un increasing 
tendency for lessees to exercise op- 
tions to purchase their premises af- 
ler some years of rental. Now less 
than half the factory space, 160,000 
sq.m, is still rented by 240 com- 
panies. One of the advantages of the 
ongoing building programme is that 
there is usually some available stock 
of faetery space, in the order of 
10,000-15,000 sq.m. 

Land available in the existing 
estates hus nut yet been exhausted, 
Shlomo Belkind, the JEC's director- 
general, told the Jerusalem Post, but 
the Corporation attaches prime iin 
portance to the scleetion and 
Preparation of additional areus, se 
that kind reserves both within and 
outside Jerusalem (bul in the city's 
econumic zone) can be properly ex- 
ploited.

The role of the JEC is not con- 
fined to planning and building. On 
the contrary, Belkind sees the JEC 
as the prime mover in anything and 
everything that can encourage in- 
dustrial development, including 
providing elementary information 
to potential investors and arranging 
a wide variety of contucts. Within 
Israel, for example, the JEC al- 
lempts to influence nol only poten- 
tial investors, but also the povern- 
Ment, to set up either new industries 
or new subsidiaries and branches of 
exisling industries in Jerusalem. The 
JEC provides prospective investors 
with information on everything 
from the labour market — including 
specific availability of workers — 


‘and public transport lo schools and 


lechnical services. For someone 
oulside Israel, whose first contact 
with the JEC will usually come 
through an embassy or trade mis- 
sion, the range of services is even 
greater, including full briefing on 
how to deal with the relevant 
bureaucracy, and personal in- 
troduction to Israel’s officialdom. 

The JEC is also active in 
providing services to existing in- 
dustries. An example of this Is the 
recent decision to set up a day-care 
centre for the children of women 
working in Har Holzvim (science- 
hased) companies. This facility may 
encourage more women with young 
children to seek employment there. 
Hf so, similar centres will be 
established elsewhere. Recognizing 
that congresses and exhibilior’s 
have become a major Israeli in- 
dustry In their own right, as well as 
providing a great deal of marketing 
opportunities to local companies, 
JEC is also investing in additional 
facilities, including a new exhibition 
hall, at Binyenei Ha'uma, of which 
it was one of the original founders. 
The JEC Is also helping to increase 
contacts between industry and the 
city's education system, in order to 
encourage children’s awareness of 
employment possibilities. 

One disincentive to managers 
wanting to move to jobs in 
Jerusalem is housing. It-is simply 
too expensive to keep two homes 
until they decide whether to move 
permanently. The JEC is_helping 
solve this problem by building 50 
snail flats for out-of-town 
managers, enabling them to live in
